ther he say : 'Bear's Heart, how many 
times you shoot?' 
I say: 
'Onetime.' 


He say: 'Good.' When I big boy, my 
father give me gun and I shoot deer. 
All the time I shoot. I done no work. 
My . mother and my sisters do work. 
When my father died I was a bad man. 
" By-and-by about twenty Indians, 


young men, went to fight Utes. 
I told 


my mother 1 want to fight, too, and she 
said, 'Yes.' I go and light all day first 
time. 
We killed one Ute and four 


Cheyenne. 
Sun down we stop. 
In 


Texas I fight again. In Texas all time 
fight, no stop. 
Some fight, some take 


horses. 
In the summer I light, in the 


winter nought. 
One time I went to a 


big fight; I fight then, I got tired. I say 
to my two friends : ' Let us go back to 
agency.' My friends, they say: 'Yes.' 
We went to agency. 
The Captain talk 


to us. He say : ' Bear's Heart, what 
do you want to do, fight or stay here?' 
I said, 'Stay here.' 'All right,' says 
he, ' go to your wigwam.' About one 
month after, Cheyenne chief, he tell 
agent, Bear's Heart had been fighting. 
So he is bad. Then the Captain put me 
in the guard-house. 
By-and-by, the 


Captain, he sent my two friends to tell 
all Indians to stop fight and come to 
agency. All Indians come back. 
Then 


Cheyenne chief, he looked at Indians 
and told Captain what Indians fight. 
The Captain put bad Indians in guard- 
house and colored soldiers put chains 
on their legs. One man he got mad and 
run, and the soldiers shoot, but no kill 
him. 
By-and-by good many soldiers 


ceme from Fort Sill, and took us to Fort 
Sill, where I saw Capt. Pratt. 
Good 


many Kiowas, Comanches, and Arrapa- 
hoes, and Cheyennes, all together with 
soldiers, and Capt. Pratt take us to 
Florida. 


"When I ride to Florida, all the time, 


I think by-and-by, he kill me. When I 
been St. Augustine 
sometimes and 


women and men come see me and shake 
hands, I think soldiers no kill me. Alter 
a while Capt Pratt took off all Indians' 
chains, but not too quick. Capt. Pratt 
.he see boys no have money. He got 
sea-beans. 
He give every Indian two 


sea-beans. 
He say, make sea-beans 


shine. He told us how, and when we 
make sea-beans good we take to him, 
he give us money. First time we make 
sea-beans, then bows and arrows, then 
paint pictures. By-and-by teacher, she 
come with pictures of dogs, cats, cow, 
and tell us every day, nine o'clock morn- 
ing we go to school, stop at twelve 
o'clock. 
Afternoon 
just make sea- 


beans. Before Indians went to school 
Capt. Pratt he give Indians clothes just 
like white men. But Indians no want 
hair cut. Sunday Indians go to church. 
Down from head, Indians same as white 
man, but head long, hair just like In- 
dians. By-and-by, after Indians go to 
church, they say, ' I want my hair cut.' 
My teacher very good, two years I stay 
St. Augustine. Then come to Hampton. 
At Hampton I go to school and I work. 
I like school and work, and more of the 
good way. 
When I finish my school 


here I go home to teach my people, and 
to work also. I want my mother and my 
sisters to work house and .1 and brother 
work farm. 
AVhen they put chains on 


me to take me from my home 1 felt 
sorry. But I glad now, for I good boy 
now."

McClellan wan making his change of 
base, a Michigan infantryman full to the 
ground as if shot stone dead, and was 
left lying in a heap as the regiment 
changed position.

glanced and struck a button off his coat, 
tore -the watch out of his vest pocket, 
and then struck the man just over the 
heart and was stopped there by a song- 
book in his shirt pocket. 
lie was un- 


conscious for three-quarters of an hour, 
and it was a full month before the black 
and blue spot disappeared. 


At Pittsburgh Landing a member o! 


the Twelfth Michigan infantry stooped 
down to give a wounded man a drink 
from his canteen. While in this act a 
bullet aimed at his breast struck the 
canteen, turned aside, passed through 
the body of a man and buried itself in 
the leg of a horse. 
The canteen was 


split open, and dropped to the ground 
in halves. 


At the second battle of Bull Run as a 


New Yoik infantryman was passing his 
plug of tobacco to a comrade a bullet 
struck the plug and glanced off and 
buried itself, in a knapsack. 
Tho to- 


bacco was rolled up like a ball of shav- 
ings and carried a hundred feet away. 
Directly in line of the ball was the head 
of a Lieutenant, and had not the bullet 
been deflected he would certainly have 
received it. As it was he had both eyes 
filled with tobacco dust and had to bo 
led to the rear. 


At Brand}' Station one of Custor's 


troopers had his left stirrup-strap cut 
away by a grape-shot, which passed be- 
tween his leg and the horse, blistering 
his skin as if a red-hot iron had been 
used. 
He dismounted to ascertain the 


nature of his injury, and as he bentover 
a_bullet knocked his hat off and killed 
his horse. In the same fight was a 
trooper who had suffered several days 
with toothache. 
In a hand-to-hand 


fight he received a pistol ball in the 
right cheek. It knocked out his aching 
double tooth and passed out of the left- 
hand corner of his mouth, taking part 
of an upper tooth along. 
The joy of 


being rid of the toothache was so great 
that the trooper could not be made to 
go to the roar to have his wound dressed. 


An object, no matter how trifling, will 


turn a bullet from its true course. This 
was shown one day at the remount 
camp in Pleasant Valley. 
They had a 


"bull-pen" there in which about five 
hundred bounty-jumpers and other hard 
cases were under guard. 
Once in a 


while one of these men would make a 
break for liberty. Every sentinel in po- 
sition would open fire, and it did not 
matter in tho least if tho man ran to ward 
the crowded camp. On this occasion a 
prisoner made for the camp, and as many 
as six shots were fired at him without 
effect. One of the bullets entered the tent 
of a Captain in the Twelfth Pennsylvania 
Cavalry. 
lie was lying down, and the 


course of the bullet would have buried 
it in his chest. Fortunately for him the 
candle by which he was reading sat on 
a stand between him and where the bul- 
let entered. This was struck and cut 
square in two, and the lighted end 
dropped to the floor without being snuffed 
put. 
The ball was deflected and buried 


itself in the pillow under the officer's 
head, passed out of that and through 
his tent, entered one behind it, passed 
between two men, and brought up 
against a camp-kettle. 


There is in Detroit to-day a man wh» 


was wamnded five times iu less than ten 
minutes at Fair Oaks. The first bullet 
entered his left arm ; the second gave 
him a seal]) wound ; the third hit him in 
the foot; the fourth buried itself in his 
shoulder ; the fifth entered his right leg. 
While he was being carried to the rear 
tho first two men who took him were 
killed. While his wounds were being 
dressed an exploding shell almost buried 
him under an avalanche of dirt. In be- 
ing removed further to the rear a run- 
away ambulance horse -carried him half 
a mile and dumped him out, and yet to- 
day he is seemingly halo and hearty and 
walks without it limp. — Detroit Free 
Press,

-interesting report of 


the Rutger3i*SfliOB.tih'c School, which is, 
in fact, the New Jersey State Agricult- 
ural College. :.The subject is taken up 
in a pajprt on " The wefi waters of New 
Prunswiek," by C. W. Cutler, a student 
of the chemical course. Incidentally it 
may be remarked here that one of the 
excellent methods of 
this excellent 


schoql,;'of which but little is heard, al- 
though 'much is done iitit, is to exercise 
tho students in original analytical in- 
vestigations, which they are expected to 
carry out without help from the profes- 
sors, gradually passing from simple to 
elaborate subjects. It was in this way 
that this young student undertook to 
examine tho wells of New Brunswick 
with some remarkable results. 


Twenty-four wells were examined. 


Of these, eight only were good; two 
were passable, but fourteen—or more 
than one-half—were bad to very bad. 
When well water is found to contain 
more than 40 grains per gallon of solid 
matter, it is to be suspected. 
AVhen the 


solid matter in solution largely surpass- 
es this quantity, the pollution becomes 
dangerous. 
And here is a well iu the 


city of New Brunswick which contains 
9.02 
grains, or nearly half an ounce of 
solid matter per gallon in solution, with 
a considerable proportion of album- 
inoid ammonia. 
Another of 
tho 


contaminated wells contained 
four- 


tenths, »or 
nearly 
half 
a pound 


of albuminoid ammonia in tho million 
parts of water, although the solid matter 
was but 38 1-4 grains per gallon ; this 
case shows clearly the foul origin of the 
contamination. 
A well was examined 


into which the matter from a cesspool 
GO feet distant, had percolated through 
a bed of sandstone. 
Another source of 


mischief was found in the entrance of 
various kinds of vermin into the well, 
and their death and decay in the water. 
Some old wells are spoken of in the re- 
port which had many inches of sediment 
at tho bottom, chiefly consisting of tho 
remains of toads, snakes and other ver- 
min. 


Here is a monstrous evil existing un- 


der tho shadow of many a fair home- 
stead—a lurking danger, like the genius 
of evil, hovering in tho dark over many 
a household, all unsuspecting of it. It 
is not only hero and there ; it is on every 
hand ; the farm, from its want of drain- 
age, being in more danger than the city 
house, and the better class of rural 
dwellings being worse placed than the 
farms, because of tho modern improve- 
ments which gather the refuse of the 
household in a concentrated form under 
ground, but out of sight, and of the 
largely increased wastes from a more 
refined household. 
It may be that we 


suffer from our excessive refinement in 
thus hiding away our filth ; that the only 
safe disposal of house wastes is in the 
shape of manure, and that to lie safe the 
wastes of a house should be kept insight 
and used as are those of the stable—to 
fertilise the soil. 
If we could but come 


to that in any practicable manner, we 
might add millions of dollars to our ag- 
gregate yearly income, anil secure pure 
water, and with an undoubted freedom 
from much disease of mysterious (when 
unsuspected) 
origin. — Jltirnt

Treating an Apple OiTlnird. 
MY apple orchard covers thirty-two 


acres of ground, and in addition to 
making it a run for some thirty hogs, I 
have -during the past two years kept 
from 150 to 200 sheep and lambs in it 
during the summer. I have just bought 
the sheep (May 21), and turned them 
in for this season. 
Of course, that 


amount of land, if it was in good seed- 
ing and free from trees, would not past- 
ure so much stock, but in addition to 
the pasture, I feed enough grain and 
wheat bran to keep them in such condi- 
tion that the lambs shall be largo enough 
to wean in July, and the sheep sufli- 
ciently thrifty to at once accept the buck 
after weaning the lambs, and thus drop 
their next latnba for early winter feed- 
ing next winter. 


This, I find, costs me less than to hire 


the same number pastured by the week, 
and being crowded, they eat every spear 
of grass, every weed, and green thing 
close down, and eat every fallen apple 
as soon as dropped; for the latter pur- 
pose I find-shfiftp .much better than 
hogs, for while the hogs sleep so sound- 
ly as not to hear an apple drop, it' only 
a few feet away, a sheep never sleeps, 
so that it is on hand for every apple as 
soon as it touches the ground. 


I let them run here until time to gath- 


er winter fruit, and, although they will 
eat a few apples and a few twigs from 
tho ends of the lower limbs, as they 
bond down with the load of fruit, I I!ml 
my fruit each year growing fairer, witu 
loss and less wormy apples, and my 
trees, manured with the feeding of so 
much grain, are looking remarkably 
healthy and are productive. To prevent 
their gnawing the smaller trees, 1 wash 
the trunks with a solution of soap suds, 
whaleoil soap, and sheep manure, about 
once each month, and, besides, L give 
the sheep a constant and full supply of 
freshwater; this is very important, for 
in hot weather they get very thirsty, antl 
will eat the bark from larger trees even, 
unless they have plenty of water. 


I like this manner of treating my 


orchard very much; what it would cost 
me to hire the sheep pastured each 
week will buy at least GOO pounds of 
bran and 400 pounds of corn, making 
an aggregate each summer of over ten 
tons of the very best kind of fertilizer 
for an orchard. 
For the money I 


pay for feed I get my sheep kept in tin; 
finest condition, have the lambs grow- 
ing finely all summer, and have the 
whole amount of feed bought (which is 
worth all it cost for that purpose) scat- 
tered about the orchard in the best pos- 
sible condition and manner.

see, I prove that it is perfectly practica- 
ble to " eat my cake and have it too," 
or, in other words, to get twice value 
received for the money invested, be- 
sides having the codling moth success- 
fully trapped.—Cor. N. i'. Tribune.
